America" a writer expresses sentiments which are undoubt- 
edly entertained by'many besides himself, . but

a tremendous effort io prevent it.

So far as insisting that immigrants shall learn English is

children grow up to talk perfect English, and in maiiy/'chses" 
drift entirely away from the language of their forefathers. 


• These people become Americanized without special effort1 on

The writer sees a certain danger in the publication here of 


.foreign-language newspapers, but it is to be doubted that 
there is any actual menace even in (his. This country knows 
what is being published here, no matter in what language. .11 
is not strange that foreigners here in large numbers should 
appreciate for a time newspapers printed in (heir native 
language, and such newspapers have it in their power to do 
great good to their readers until they become familiar with. 
English. It must be forgotten that Americanizing can be very 
effectually done by a foreign-language ne.wspaper •throiigli 
posting its readers on American laws and customs before (hey 
are able to inform themselves in any other way.' 


Just at present many unthinking people entertain grave 


fears of the Germans and German-language newspapers ii 
(his country, but these fears are for the most part groundless 
The great majority of .the Germans in the United Slates are 
loyal to the government. And let no one imagine for a iho- 
menf that disloyalty could be cloaked under the German lan- 
guage or any other language. 


In the big cities papers are published in many languages, 


but they are not for-(his reason dangerous. The anarchists 
and the I. W. VV. do not use foreign languages to promote 
their infamous doctrines. These are the most dangerous 
classes in Hie country, and the great majority of them talk and 
read English. Danger lies nol in the language used but in the 
thoughts and ..sentiments expressed, and if .-there is proper 
regulation at (his point, the question of language may safely 
be left Io take care of itself.
